The Encyclopedia of American Facts and 
Dates. Edited by Gorton Carruth and 
associates. New York, Thomas Y. 
Crowell Co. [c1956]. vi, 708p. 23.5cm. 
$6.95. 


The Encuclopedia is designed as a one- 
volume reference work which gives “a 
vast number of the most interesting events 
from America’s past” concisely written 
and arranged in both chronological and 
concurrent order from 986 to 1955 A.D. 
Information about the editor is not given 
on the title page, book jacket, or in promo- 
tional material issued by the publisher. 
His name was not listed in various biog- 
raphical or professional directories ex- 
amined. 

There are an estimated 10,000 entries, 
written in a clear, understandable style. 
Dates of many treaties, laws, births, and 
deaths are omitted, because, according to 
the Preface, they are readily available in 
standard reference works. Some material. 
states the Preface, has also been excluded 
to keep the work compact. 

The events of each time period cdvered 
are presented in four parallel vertical 
columns headed: “(1) Politics and Gov- 
ernment; War; Disasters; Vital Statistics. 
(2) Books; Painting; Drama; Architec- 
ture; Sculpture. (3) Science; Industry; 
Economics; Education; Religion: Philoso- 
phy. (4) Sports; Fashions; Popular Enter- 
tainment; Folklore; Society.” 

The time periods covered after 1800 are 
yearly. The initial period covers 986-1599, 
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and the two centuries between 1600 and 
1800 are divided into decades as, 1600-1609, 
1610-1619. The dates covered are indicated 
in the running heads for the appropriate 
pages. Running heads for the dates before 
the Presidency of George Washington 
carry such designations as First Settle- 
ments, Early Colonial Period. All other 
running heads carry the name of the 
President of the United States in that year. 

The index, alphabetized letter by letter, 
cites year and column number rather than 
page number. Items can readily be found 
for most years, since space devoted to the 
average annual coverage rarely exceeds 
six pages. However, the index is more 
difficult to use for ready reference pur- 
poses when a particular fact is searched 
in a year which is given more extended 
treatment. The index citation “1941, I” 
for the fall of Wake Island, for example, 
leads the reader to examine Column I on 
pages 528 and 530 and Columns I, II, II, 
and IV on pages 532 and 533, until he 


reaches the December 22 date he requires. 
Examination of more than one column is 
necessary because the material included 
under the subjects of Column I is more 
extensive than that of other columns and 
Column I is continued horizontally in 
adjoining columns at the conclusion of one 
year and before the beginning of the fol- 
lowing year. Although the Preface de- 
scribes the index as “complete . . . with 
every date, every fact arranged under one 
alphabet for easy and rapid consulting,” 
the three 1913 horse-racing facts were not 
found in the index. Another 1913 item, 
lunatic fringe, is listed in the index only 
under Roosevelt, Theodore. Other years 
checked, however, indicate satisfactory 
index coverage. See also references in the 
index lead from general to specific head- 
ings, e.g. “Fashions (see also Dress and 
Fashions),” “Religion (see also specific 
denominations) .”

Chronology of American History 1492-1950 
(New Brunswick, N.J.: Rutgers Univer- 
sity Press, 1952) for the number of events 
included in 1871, 1881, 1891, 1901, 1911, 
1921, 1931, and 1941. In five of the eight 
years, The Encyclopedia of American Facts 
and Dates contains a slightly greater 
quantity of items; Kull includes many 
more items ini 1941. The Encyclopedia 
entries are more detailed and give a 
broader coverage than Kull, which places 
its major emphasis on social, economic, 
and political history. 

Facts in the field of American art com- 
pare favorably with those included in 
Richard B. Morris, Encyclopedia of Ameri- 
can History (New York: Harper, 1953. 
Reviewed in Subscription Books Bulletin, 
October 1953). Of 15 entries checked, two, 
Museum of Modern Art and Whitney 
Museum, were in neither Carruth nor 
Morris; nine items were in both; and four 
(Reginald Marsh, Grant Wood, Charles 
Sheeler, Metropolitan Museum) were 
found in Carruth and not in Morris. Jazz 
coverage, extremely limited in Morris, is 
inadequate in Carruth. Carruth includes 
Louis Armstrong, Bix Beiderbecke, and 
Jelly Roll Morton, but does not include 
King Oliver, Eddie Condon, Bessie Smith, 
Duke Ellington, or Benny Goodman. There 
is a reference to rock and roll, but none to 
“bop” or “modern” jazz. 

“The Encyclopedia of American Facts 
and Dates was developed from countless 
source books, reference books, and other 
printed material. When sources disagree 
about dates and about exactly what hap- 
pened, the most recent version was usual- 
ly followed.”—Preface. Various checked 
items in the Encyclopedia agreed with com- 
parable items in such single-volume refer- 
ence works as Benet, The Reader’s En- 
cyclopedia; Kane, Famous First Facts; 
Kull and Kull, A Short Chronology of 
American History; Morris, The Encyclope- 
dia of American History; and Menke, The 
Encyclopedia of Sports. As acknowledg- 
ments in the Preface clearly indicate, these 
and similar works were used as sources 
for the Encyclopedia entries. Some entries 
have not incorporated recent information. 


The Pennsylvania State College entry (in 
1854, although some sources list it as being 
founded in 1855) does not indicate that the 
institution became Pennsylvania State 
University in 1953. The reference to Vil- 
lanova College (in 1848) does not mention 
that this institution also became a univer- 
sity in 1953. 

The format of this volume is satisfac- 
tory. It is bound in red and blue cloth 
with gold lettering on the cover and spine. 
The 8-point type is clear, and leading 
within each paragraph enhances read- 
ability. 

In spite of the fact that The Encyclopedia 
of American Facts and Dates duplicates 
material in other one-volume reference 
works, and has minor inaccuracies in the 
text and index, its unique arrangement 
of information enables the reader to fol- 
low developments of American life both 
separately and chronologically. It is there- 
fore recommended for home use and as a 
useful addition to library reference col- 
lections.

Craig, Edward Gordon. Index to the story 
of my days. Viking, $7.50. October 14. 


The son of Ellen Terry and stepson of Henry 
Irving traces his lifelong career in the theater, 
beginning with the small walk-on parts he 
and his sister Edy were given as children. 
Honoring his famous mother, his architect 
father, and Henry Irving, the great Shake- 
spearean actor from whom he learned much 
of his theater craft, a rambling and at times 
irascible autobiography also spotlights his 
fondness for a succession of ladies fair, includ- 
ing the dancer Isadora Duncan, but leads to 
the conclusion that his real romance was his 
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work in the theater as actor, producer, and 
stage designer. Sketchy, but interesting to 
drama lovers. 


Holbrook, Stewart Hall. Dreamers of the 
American dream. Doubleday, $5.25. Octo- 
ber 24. 

A witty, informative, and wonderfully read- 
able book about past “dreamers of the Amer- 
ican dream” who, in following their particular 
and sometimes peculiar visions, jolted the 
status quo and the unadventurous in heart. 
Dealing with various nineteenth-century 
utopian communities, the suffrage battle, the 
crusade against the “Viper in the Glass,” and 
social, political, and labor visionaries the 
narrative begins with 1847 and ends with the 
early 1930’s. The wealth of vivid detail about 
such people as John Humphrey Noyes, Fran- 
ces Willard, Henry George, Carry Nation, and 
Bill Haywood and such events as the Home- 
stead strike and the march of Coxey’s Army 
gives life to history by examining it in terms 
of the people who made it. Bibliography. 


Tugwell, Rexford Guy. The Democratic 
Roosevelt; a biography of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. Doubleday, $8.50. September 
19. 

A meticulously detailed birth-to-death biog- 
raphy of Franklin D. Roosevelt written by one 
of his economic advisers in the early years of 
the New Deal era. Referring to “Franklin” 
and “Eleanor” throughout, the author stresses 
F.D.R.’s role as a political figure and fre- 
quently observes his personality and actions 
from a psychological point of view. The dis- 
cussion of the Presidential years is of greatest 
interest since the author had firsthand contact 
with many of the events described. Predom- 
inantly eulogistic and occasionally sentimental 
in tone the chronicle is informative and ex- 
tensive but lacks the objectivity and readabil- 
ity of Burns’s Roosevelt: the lion and the fox 
(Booxutst 53:19, S 1 56). Includes a bibliog- 
raphy and a Roosevelt chronology. 


Werstein, Irving. July, 1863. Messner, 
$3.95. September 23. 

An hour-by-hour review of the Draft Riot in 
New York City in July, 1863. The author ac- 
cepts the theory that the draft protest was 
instigated by Confederate allies and that 
Democratic leaders were also involved but 
shows how the mob, particularly the Irish 
laborers, took over the rebellion and turned 


it into riot with drinking, looting, burnings, 


and persecution of Negroes. A_ basically 
factual chronology related in a dramatic style.
